prison at Graterford, to which he had 
been smuggled previously by kindly 
officials.

All the elaborate trappings with 
which gangland loves to surround its 
high occasions, even to such matters 
as releases from jail, marked the re- 
lease of the swarthy man who made 
a fortune in Chicago's beer racket. 

_ The highest point was the charter- 
ing of a tri-motored Ford air liner, 
which waited tonight just across the 
Delaware river, supposedly to carry 
Capone and his henehmen to Chicago. 

Capone scuttled out of the prison 
at 4 o'clock this morning and was 
whisked safely to Graterfurd in a 
brown Buick sedan. Graterford is in 
Montgomery county? 35 miles north of 
Philadelphia, and is the site of the 
model state prison farm. 

Once safely at Grateriord, Capone 
waited with what patience he could 
muster for his “good behavior parole,” 
which had to be brought trom the state 
capitol at Harrisburg.

Neither the police nor the crowd 
were aware that Capone, assisted by 
nervous prison officials, had already 
given them what in Chicago is called 
“the run-around.” 


DISAPPEARANCE 
MYSTIFIES CHICAGO. 

CHICAGO, March 17.—(UN)— 
The latest disappearing act of “Sear- 
face Al” Capone, Houdini of the un- 
derworld, confounded his Chicago 
welcoming committee tonight. 

The committee, consisting of friends 
who would like to feast him, enemies 
who would like to shoot him, and 
federal men who would like to arrest 
him, was nonplussed by his mysteri- 
ous vanishing from Philadelphia where 
he completed 10 months of a peniten- 
tiary sentence for strolling through 
the Quaker City with a gun in his 
pocket. 

The multi-millionaire Chicago beer 
magnate streaked into the limbo of 
the unknown as if he were a ghost, 
rather than a thick-lipped, low-browed, 
rotund gentleman, very much in the 
flesh. . 

He took an airplane for Cuba. He 
boarded a train for Chicago. He 
drove a racing automobile toward the 
Pacific coast to sail for Hawaii. 

He caught a limited express for 
his winter home at Miami, Fla. Other 
equally as diverse “hows” and 
“where's” concerning his secret depar- 
ture from the prison were current. 
Gangland denizens here professed not 
to know where he was heading. 

But after going to early mass here 
this morning, his agec mother dropped 
into a butcher shop and ordered two 
18-pound turkeys.

LONDON EXPECTS 
DEFINITE ACTION 


British Spokesman Says 
Next Week Will See 
Concugsrence in Many of 
Major Issues.

LONDON. March 17.—(4)—The 

naval conference, undaunted by diffi- 
culties, today settled down to a new 
siege for a five-power .disarmament 
treaty. 

The British official spokesman an- 
nounced tonight that the conference 
was not going to break down this 
week nor was it going to succeed this 
week. He said the delegates _ still 
were determined to arrive at a treaty 
satisfactory to all but that no defi- 
nite development’ was likely to occur 
until next week-end, when Premier 
Tardieu, of France, returns from 
Paris for another conference’ with 
Prime Minister MacDonald. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister Bri- 
and will continue to head the French 
exploration party, scouting over new 
routes toward solution of the Franco- 
Italian parity problem, which today 
more than ever became the crux of 
the conference. 

Secretary Stimson, Ambassador 
Morrow, Ambassador Dawes and Sen- 
ator Reed and others of the American 


delegation have been enlisted in the 
band of scouts under MacDonald's di- 
rection, trying to find a common 
ground upon which the French-and 
Italians can agree. Informal meet- 
ings toward this end continued 
throughout the day. *

These difficulties, he said, had been 
enhanced as compared to a month ago 
by the ruling out of all considera- 
tion any question of a security pact. 
The United States made a definite 
pronounce t on this subject, and 
Great Britam agrees with the Amer- 
ican delegation on the issue of further 
European entanglements. , 

A source of optimism which was 
voiced by British and American dele- 
gations today was based on the fact 
that France, although knowing there 
is no hope of a security pact, still is 
willing to continue negotiations while 
fully realizing the five powers will 
pot participate in the political guar- 
antees she so much desires. 

The British view is that the se- 
curity pact question will not be raised 
again in this meeting, and it was 
stated today that no formal move 
has been made to transfer this phase 
of the conference to Geneva. 

Thus the Franco-Italian deadlock 
is placed clearly in the hands of del- 
egates of these two countries for so- 
lution. Mr. MacDonald, as_ chair- 
man of the confererice, is lending all 
possible aid, as are the Americans. 

It is evident that no plenary ses-

WASHINGTON, March 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —In recognition of “exceptional- 
ly meritorious and distinguished setv- 
ices” rendered in Nicaragua as a 
representative of the president and 
as chairman of the electoral board 
during the elections there in 1927 and 
1928, Major General Frank R. Me- 
Coy, commander of the fourth corps 
area, with. headquarters at Atlanta, 
tomorrow will be presented with an 
oak leaf cluster for his distinguished 
service medal. 

The presentation will be made by 
Secretary of War Hurley, according 
to an officia! announcement by the 
war department today. 

The cluster indicates that General 
McCoy has rendered services worthy 
of a Second award of the distinguished 
service medal but ‘the law authorizing 


this decoration prohibits ‘any person 
being given two medals. The oak leaf 


of the distinguished service medal the 
second time. The citation accompany- 
ing the award reads as follows: 
“Frank R. McCoy, major general, 
then brigadier general, United States 
army. For exceptionally meritorious 
and distinguished services. As per- 
sonal representative of the president 
in Nicaragua and chairman of the 
election board during 1927 and 1928, 
General McCoy combined to a marked 
degree the qualities of a diplomat and 
soldier and displayed excellent and 
sound judgment in a position of great 
responsibility, conducting a difficult 
mission with fairness, justice and 
tact, thereby commanding the respect 
of all factions, the acceptance by all 
political parties of the results of the 
election and the free expression of 
the Nicaraguan people. In connec- 
tion with our relations with Latin- 
America this outstanding achievement 
of General McCoy, in the face of 
seemingly insurmountable obstacles, 
has brought great credit to himself 
and to the army of the United States.”

Chairman of Hoover's 
Commission Tells Sen- 
ate Improvement Argues 
for Longer Trial.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—(4)— 

Speaking up after eight months’ 
study of the dry law and its work- 
ings Chairman Wickersham, of the 
Hoover law enforcement commission, 
reported today a “steady improve- 
ment” in prohibition and belittled the 
proposal for 2.75 per cent beer as 
failing to meet the “robust tastes:”’ 

The commission chairman halted his 
wearisome examination into the prob- 
lems of enforcing America’s laws to 
speak freely to the senate judiciary 
committee in executive session and 
then to newspapermen. 

His optimistic view of enforcement 
was believed at the capitol to have 
darkened the prospects for a senate 
investigation of the situation, as has 
been proposed by Senator Norris, re- 
| publican, Nebraska. The Nebraskan 
, said after the session with Mr. Wick- 
ersham, however. that he still saw 
“plenty of room for improvement” he 
announced he would call up his reso- 
lution next Monday for a vote. 

Won't “Satisfy.” 

Smiling broadly, Mr. Wickershani 
expressed his opinions in response to 
questioning by-newspapermen. Asked 
what he thought about bills for 2.75 
beer, he said simply “I don't think 
that beer will satisfy the robust 
tastes.” He made no. amplification 
and declined to go into any discus- 
sion of the merits of this | legisla- 
tion of the dry law, digested.” ~~ 

Before the judiciary committee he 
proinised to have another report from 
the commission and he believed it 
would give a comprehensive picture 
of prohibition conditions. He said 
it was outside the province of the 
commission to pass judgment on a 
senate investigation but he advocated 


enactment of the prohibition trans-| 


fer bill and proposed also legislation 


‘to tighten up the control over indus- 
trial alcohol. He advocated that 
users of this alcohol be required to 
submit reports on the ultimate con- 
sumption of the product. 

Asked if the prohibition law is, or 
could be, enforced, Mr. Wickersham 
said it was not being enforced 100 
per cent but he quickly add¢d that 
one of his “most competent investi- 
gators” had told him the law is being 
enforced “better than any other fed- 
eral law.” 

He emphasized before the commit- 
tee the improvement which he believed 
had occurred in prohibition conditions 
during the last year. This he at- 
tributed to the placing of dry agents 
under civil service, “to increasing vigil 
on the part of officers, greater at- 
tention on the part of the administra- 
tion and to a general perfection in 
methods growing out of experience.” 


Much Work. 


The commission bas a great deal of 
work ahead and he believes it will 
require another year to complete its 
task. There are now 26 volumes of 
reports from investigators on prohibi- 
tion before it and still to be digested. 

Contrary to previous reports, Mr. 
Wickersham said that it was entirely 
up to the commission whether it 
would pass judgment on the merits 
of the dry law. 

Asked if ‘there were disagreements 
within the commission, he said only 
“the natural, healthful disagreements” 
which would exist on such an  or- 
ganization. 

As for corruption in the prohibition 
service the chairman said he was not 
able to prove any. He added: 

“I hear a Jot of reports about cor- 
ruption, but when I go to put my 
hand on it, I usually find out it was 
something that happened last year 
when someone else was on the job.” 

Wickersham told the committee 
that the commission did not want to 
recommend either for or against a 
senate investigation. He said after- 
ward that “what has been done by 
us seems sufficient to develop’ the 
line of improvement in prohibition

afternoon by Mr. Boykin after an ail- 
day conference with Mr. Howard and 
Assistant Solicitor-General Ed A. 
Stephens. Behind locked doors, with 
no one permitted to enter other than 
the <2 room of Mr. Boykin’s 
suite at the courthouse, the three 
prosecutors went over every detail of 
the evidence, passed upon it and at 
the conclusion of their conference an- 
nounced “ready.”

IMPORTANCE OF C0 
MARKETING STRESSED 


Farmers Seeking Federal 
Aid Urged To Support 


Movement. 


ATHENS, Ga., March 17.—To get 


aid from the federal farm board, 
Georgia farmers must work through 


the various co-operative associations, 
according to J. William Firor, pro- 


economics at the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Professor Firor 


has been receiving numerous requests 
from both individual farmers and rep- 
resentatives of co-operative associa- 
tions asking how they may benefit 
from the federal agency. 

“It is impossible for the board to 
deal direct with the individual farm- 
er. Under the terms of the agricul- 
tural marketing act the board may, 
with exceptions not here important, 
lend only to co-operative associations 
which are qualified under the Capper- 
Volstead act of 1922,” says Mr. Firor. 

“To qualify under the Capper-Vol- 
stead. act the co-operative must be 
composed of persons engaged in the 
production of agricultural products, 
as farmers, ranchmen, dairymen, nut | 
or fruit growers acting together in as- 
sociations, corporate or otherwise, 
with or without capital stock, in col- 
lectively processing, preparing for 
market, handling and marketing in 
interstate and foreign commerce, such 
products of persons so engaged. Such 
associations may have marketing 
agencies in common, such associations 
and their members may make the 
necessary contracts and agreements af- 
fecting such purposes. 

“Under the provision of the act, 
however, such association shall be 
operated for the mutual benefit of 
their members. 

“In order to effectively carry out 
the provisions of the act, the board 
has already assisted in the formation 
of several national co-operatives rep- 
resenting particular commodities. 
Others will be formed in the future. 
If and when such national co-opera- 
tives are formed, it is the policy of 


state, or regional co-operatives shall 
affiliate with the national and receive 
the benefits of the agricultural mar- 
keting act through national affiliation.

Old Tithing Plan 
To Support Church 


ATHENS, Ga., March 17.—(P)—A 


proposal that the salary earners of 
his congregation adopt the Old ‘Testa- 
ment -plan of tithing to finance main- 
tenance of the church and to pay his 
salary has been submitted to the 
board of deacons by Dr. S. J. Cart- 
ledge, pastor of the Central Presby- 
terian church here for 20 years. 

Estimating that the sum of $17,000 
annually could be raised on the basis 
of 100 per cent tithing by the 173 
persons in the church membership 
who earn a salary, Dr. Cartledge in 
announcing his proposition yesterday 
stated that he would be willing to 
forego a stipulated salary and take 
one-third of the proceeds obtained 
through tithing. Another third of the 
money received under this plan would 
be given’ to benevolences, including 
missions, while one-third would be 
used for maintenance of the church. 

Adoption af the plan would make 
possible an increase in the salary of 
the minister and would provide more 
than twice as much for other church 
work as is now being given. Dr. 
Cartledge also pointed out that all 
taxes of the members could be paid 
out of the tithing money before it is 
divided into three parts for the 
church. 

The board of deacons will meet 
Thursday night to consider the pro-' 
posal. If they vote favorably, the 
consent of 143 salary earners of the 
congregation must be obtained before 
the plan is put into effect.

IN PLANNING ESCAPE 


Hacksaw and Chisel Found 
in Cell of Convict at 
Milledgeville. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 
17.—(#)— While authorities sought the 
“srapevine” route through which a 

cksaw and cold chisel were smug- 
gled into the death house, Leland Har- 
vey tonight remainded in solitary con- 
finement following .a frustrated  at- 
tempt to escape from the state pris- 
on farm here. . 

Harvey, who since his recent recap- 
ture after his third escape, has been 
confined in the death house in shack- 
les. A guard making an inspection 
found him minus his shackles and a 
number of rivets removed from the 
iron lattice work over his cell win- 
dow. 

A search of the cell revealed the 
hacksaw and cold chisel cleverly se- 
creted in a niche in the shadows 
near the top of the wall. 

“You can have the hacksaw,” Har- 
vey nonchalantly remarked to a guard. 

“T couldn’t use it anyway.” 

Following the discovery of the tools 
in Harvey’s cell, Judge B Dun- 
away, prison superintendent, ordered 
a check of all:farm tools. He ques- 
tioned Harvey, but the convict who 
is serving sentences aggregating more 
than 100 years, declined to reveal the 
source of his aid. ; 

Dunaway said he was convinced 
that a visitor did not smuggle the 
tools to Harvey, but that they had 
reached him through a prison grape- 
vine route which he was hopeful of 
uncovering. 

All prisoners, including _ trusties, 
have been ordered to remain away 
from Harvey’s cell, and a daily in- 
spection of his cell has been ordered. 

Harvey with Aubrey Smith, anoth- 
er notorious convict, was sentenced 
from Bibb county for a series of rob- 
beries. Smith, who successfully es- 
caped some weeks ago, also drew sen- 
tences aggregating more than 100 
years. The pair after escaping pris- 
on, staged a series of holdups in Ma- 
con, and later were arrested in Mi- 
ami, Fla., and returned to Macon, 
where the 100-year sentences were 
meted out to them.

Paul Morand’s book “New York” 
continues its sensational sale in Paris 
and although the author declares that 
it is not destined to be read by Ameri- 
cans, the enthusiasm of the author 
for his subject is of the kind to com- 
municate itself to the spirit of his 
readers, Americans or not. He has 


discovered a new esthetic, of blue steel. 


and geometric nickel. Since luxury 
from all over the world finds a haven 
of welcome in New York, M. Morand 


is of the opinion that thought and sci-' 


ence will follow suit and leave Eu- 
rope. On this point the French critics 
are bound to give him an awful bat- 
tle. In spite of his precautions, M. 
Morand tires his reader out by a de- 
sire to make him -see all, night clubs, 
banks and cemeteries. Of course, it’s 
the subject matter of the book that 
brings this with it.’ The reader be- 
gins to feel the tiredness of New York. 
“If you see a very fresh and rosy face 
in that city,” he says, “it is a face 
painted up and decorated by the em- 
balmer.” What would otherwise be 
a dry guide. book becomes alive with 
remarks of that sort. Here and there 
one finds also a batch of those nerv- 
ously written pages which give one a 
taste of the great city’s fever. It is 
the most complete book that exists on 
New York. at Fete we not excepting 
the works of Theodore Dreiser, and 
John dos Passos, which treat only of 
certain phases of New York life. Mo- 
rand’s is a treatise on human geogra- 
phy. Everything passes in review: 
Business, prohibition, the lower East 
Side, Broadway, Wall Street, Sing- 
Sing. He retraces even the history 
of New York, but only to show his 
readers that everything in that city 
has its face towards the future, and 
constitutes a living image of what the 
cities of tomorrow will be like.

New Yorkers and Parisians don’t 
know it yet, but farmers and those 
living outside the great stone and 
cement human hives are telling one 
another like some precious secret that 
Spring is on the way. We discovered 
four little violets in the meadow the 
other day and carried them triumph- 
antly home, where they repose in a 
small liqueur glass, as no vase could 
be found small enough to lodge them.

Power of 


a Voice. 


From a book of souvenirs compiled 
by a Russian essayist, Vladimir Pos- 
se, we extract the following letter 
which the author received from Max- 
im Gorki thirty-five years ago. Gorki 
who was still a vagabond then had 
met another vagabond by the name of 
I'ydor Chaliapin. “I have heard 
Chaliapin,” he writes. “He is a big 
monster gifted with a diabolic power, 
with which he is capable of dominat- 
ing the crowd. He is very intelligent 
by nature, but for the moment, it 
seems to me his political point of 
view is that of a child, although for 
a singer it is intellectually overde- 
veloped. What a Mephisto he will 
make! His concerts are miraculous. 
He sang fifteen pieces the other night. 
There was a thunderous applause. 
You know I detest the opera and un- 
derstand nothing of music. Even 
Chaliapin cannot change that, but I 
will go and hear him sing, even if I 
have to wait an entire evening, that 
prayer. ‘Lord, have mercy upon us!’” 
“I assure you,” Gorki goes on, “he 
sings that prayer in such a manner 
that the Lord, if He exists, will sure- 
ly hear them, and then He will do 
one of two things: He will have 
mercy upon us or He will reduce the 
world into ashes. It all depends on 
what Chaliapin wants to. put into 
those words.”

The Canadian Control Plan. 

Some of the wet protagonists urged 
that the United States should adopt 
the Canadian government control and 
dispensary plan. 

That plan will not work with the 
slightest satisfaction in these United 
States. Canada has more acreage 
than the United States, it is true, but 
only about 9,000,000 generally con- 
gested in a belt that borders the 
United States from Quebec to Vancou- 
ver. In that belt the provinces have 
the, equivalent of our state’s rights; 
they can allow or disallow the traf- 
fic in liquors, but, if allowed, it 
must be under government control and 
dispensation. 

In the 48 Uniteu States that system 
simply could not be made to work 
even as effectively as prohibition is 
now. working. 

The people of this country at large 
will hever, in my opinion, consent to 
put their governments, even of the 
states, directly into the liquor busi- 
ness. That makes every citizen a part 
of the system and the vast majority 
of the people will not consent to be a 
part of the business of making and 
selling liquor to their fellow-citizens. 
So that scheme is doomed before it can 
find its legs. 3

The mild beer people would have 
more reasonable arguments and make 
some headway if they only had sense 
enongh to divorce their plea from the 
wines proposition. It is possible to 
have palatable, non-intoxicating beer, 
but the beer people cannot get the 
people to accept that fact while they 
are associating their mild beer with 
alleged light wines. And they must 
prove some safe way to get it to the 
people who want it without saloons 
and beer halls. Those institutions are 
dead in these United States forever. 


The Only Way To End War

Let U. S. and Britain Start It; Others Must Follow. 


This Is the third of four daily articles 
by H. G. Wells, in which he presents 
his plan to end all war.

In two previous articles I have 
pointed out that the peace of the 
world can for the present be secured 
quite effectively by a permanent unl- 
fied allience, that is to say a fed- 
eration of only four great states in 
the world speaking in all three lan- 
guages. 

Such a federation would secure the 
peace forthwith, and as I will now 
point out it would lead very rapidly 
to a practical and finally to a formal 
federation of all mankind. ae 

I have already shown how entirely 
reasonable and practicable a sugges- 
tion the first step is. It would be 
unnecessary to drag in any other 
states to begin with to make this fed- 
eration effective. There would be noth- 
ing on earth outside it that could pre- 
vent it or withstand it. : 

And from the very outset it would 
find a number of other highly civilized 
states, all the highly civilized north 
European states for example, prepared 
to welcome it and co-operate with it. 

It was one of the fundamental er- 
rors in the planning of the League of 
Nations that it aspired to be a com- 
prehensive league—and left out Rus- 
sia. Jt was presented to countries 
quite incapable of understanding its 
aims or entering into its spirit. 

The superstitious reverence for a 
sovereign state, any sort of sovereign 
state, as something sovereign and di- 
vine, ruled its maker’s mind. It might 
be called the Leagug to Preserve the 
Separate Sovereignty of All Existing 
Nations Forever. It was a_ sort of 
constitution for a patchwork world. 

The framers of its covenant were 
manifestly haunt:d by the idea that 
before any new step toward world 
synthesis was taken, Abyssinia ought 
to be asked. Brave little Abyssinia. I 
see no need to ask Abyssinia. I see 
no need to ask any sovereign power 
on earth except the great groups of 
people I have already named in & 
previous paper. They are the main 
mass of mankind. Let four or five of 
them begin. 

Indeed even two might begin, the 
two English-speaking systems. But 
before they had even begun the mere 
realization that they were presently 
beginning would -inevitably bring 1 
the two «: three other powers needed 
for a complete peace ascendency. 

At first there might be a great out- 
ery—in France particularly—against 
a conspiracy to establish Anglo-Saxon 
world dominion. It would be repre- 
sented as a proposed subjugation of 
the world to Anglo-Saxon ideas. We 
who have so few ideas! 

Then after that storm had blown 
itself out the fundamental common- 
sense of France would assert itself. 
There would probably be much less 
suspicion and resistance in Germany, 
and that would help the traditional 
realism of the French to face the new 
situation. 

“Going Somewhere.” 

No doubt the first conferences 
would sit down to a problem with 
many tremendous side issues and in- 
numerable intricate corners. The 
dodging and haggling traditions of the 
old diplomacy would be difficult to 
eradicate. Time after time these 
opening conferences would quarrel, 
despair, breakup and reassemble. But 
they would be handling a problem 
leading to a comprehensible, real and 
final objective. They would be going 
somewhere. 

It would no longer be one ef the re- 
stricted conditional problems—of dis- 
armament, of indebtéiiness and the 
like which rest oh fictions and res- 


ervations, and have “ifs” and-“ands’ | tions and 


that recede in all directions toward 
a menacing darkness of disregarded 
possibilities. 

And all the more reason is there 
in these inevitable complications and 
stresses for the restriction of the first 
attempt to federate to two or to a 
few powers. | 

By the time that Britain and the 
United States—if at first only these 
two could be brought together—had 
worried out the broad lines of a fed- 
eration agreement, more than half the 
work needed to incorporate France or 
Germany or any other power consid- 
ered to be a possible partner would 
hare been done. 


The pattern of the overriding coun- 
cil would have been outlined, the 
amount of co-operation and fusion of 
the foreign offices, diplomatic and 
consular sources needed, the extent 
to which the armed forces could be 
unified, the scheme for a common 
control of trade and traffic, the need 
of an interchangeable citizenship, the 
progressive diminution of tariff re- 


Strictions, the amount of unification | 


of the monetary and credit systems 
that may be desirable. 

These are immense tasks, but they 
are neither innately impossible nor 
overwhelmingly monstrous. They will 
be vastly easier to do at first as be- 
tween two powers than among three, 
and among three than four. Li- 
beria and Abyssinia and Monaco and 
all that brave little band can very 
well wait until the finished work 
reaches and envelopes them, 

I am arguing here not simply for 
federation, but for progressive fed- 
eration leading finally to a federal su- 
pergovernment for all the world as 
the only way to a real world peace. 
If you talk about world peace and 
will not face that way you are talk- 
ing rubbish. And this process in- 
volves gradual suppression, bit by bit, 
throughout the earth of independent 
sovereignty. 

This is a road upon which we ought 
to be starting now. The start is 
overdue. The continual refusal of our 
leaders, statesmen and politicians to 
face the first uphill initiatives of this 
road is exposing the world not only 
to the gathering threat of. another 
great war, but to an infinite waste of 
human resources in bickering tariffs 
and an entangled and wasteful eco- 
nomic life. 

The Plan at Geneva. 

I know this much of cosmopolitan- 
ism is, as yet, a minority opinion 
among those who talk of peace and 
seek to secure it. I know I argue 
against the prepossessions of much 
progressive thought. There are a 
great number of people who still hold 
that there can be world peace in a 
league of perfectly independent sov- 
ereign states. 

That is what they tell me at Ge 
neva. They have told me: that for 
ten years, but they say it now with 
less conviction than they did. It 
was all to be beautifully simple. The 
league was to gather together all the 
nations of the earth and they were to 
give their collective authorization to 
the development of a world secretariat 
and to a series of agreements for in- 
ternational co-operation in this mat- 
ter and in that matter, until at last 
every matter of world interest and 
every possible source of international 
conflict would be under these delegat- 
ed world controls. 

Then would come a day when it 
would be realized that there was no 
more need for armies and navies, ex- 
cept for ceremonial purposes. The 
International Court would assemble 
and white gloves would be 
to the presiding jurists.

Foreign Banking Houses Loan 

Much Money for Past Two- 

Years—England Leads List. of 

‘ Countries Suffering From Uh- 
employment—wWill the Rail- 
roads of the Future Con- 
trol All Means of Com- 

munications? 


Reading the hard luck stories of 
business conditions in. Wngland, one 
might draw the conclusion that Brit- 
ish bankers are not loaning money to 
ae nations. But they are—plenty 
of it. 

Total foreign loans for the United 
States, allowing for refunding opera- 
tions, were $671,000,000 in 1929 and 
$541.000,000 for Great Britain, ac- 
cording to government figures. 


But the loans to European nations 
in that year from both | countries 
showed a decrease over the previous 
year. The United States bankers ad- 
vaneed only $142,000,000 in 1929, rep- 
resenting a precipitous drop of $650,- 
900,000 from 1928, while the British 
underwrote $87,500,000 or $190,000,- 
000 less than they did in the preced- 
ing year. 

One financial observer makes this 
statement: “The fact that the British 
have cut down our lead as a foreign 
lender in a year when conditions have 
been exceedingly unfavorable for both 
countries is a fact that deserves se- 
rious consideration. It shows a rela- 
tively greater stability in British for- 
eign Capital, under the stress of dif- 
ficulties such as those of last year.” 

The world sweep of the _ British 
banker is much wider than that of 
the American. It reaches into Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and India. In 
far-away Africa, the United States 
lent nothing, while Great Britain in 
1929 underwrote $65,000,000, largely 
for mining companies. 

Most Americans believe that the 
world leadership in finance has per- 
manently crossed from London to New 
York. Millions of Britishers chal- 
lenge this claim. and show such figures 
as these to back up British prestige. 

The United States is not the only 
cotintry that is suffering from unem- 
ployment. While England is the 
worst sufferer (her. number of unem- 
ployed is 135,000 more now than a 
year ago), the number of her unem- 
ployed is probably not larger than 
the total in the United States today. 
Russia, too, is having her unemploy- 
ment troubles. 

Germany is suffering severely from 
unemployment more so now than in 
the last two years. Italy, too, finds 
her idle list growing. France seems 
to be the only country that has no 
unemployment problems to speak of 
at. the present time. 

When we turn to other parts of 
the world we find the situation in 
South America and the orient is much 
more serious. The coffee producing 
countries of South America have much 
idle labor. So have the rubber grow- 
ing regions of the far east and the 
silver using countries, like China and 
India. 

We just happen to be in one of 

those eras where many different ele- 
ments have to be correlated before we 
can say definitely that the turn for 
the better has come. Unemployment 
is a worldwide condition today. 
_ In the meantime, the prospects for 
increased business during the spring 
months seems to be as encouraging an 
element as anything else. 


The leather industry has been suf- 
fering for some time from excessive 
capacity. Last year, a good one in 
that industry, saw it operating at 50 
to 70 per cent of its effective ca- 
pacity. 

For the first time in American his- 
tory, the year 1929 showed an ex- 
cess of leather imports over exports. 
The total exported was approximate- 
ly $45,000,000 and the imports slight- 
ly in “excess, 

Today liquidation of leather has 
proceeded to a point where the indus- 
try began the new year with about 
3,300,000 units of sole leather on hand 
as against 11,300,000 units at the be- 
ginning of 1921. 

What kind of hides are imported? 
Roughly, 25 per cent of cattle skins ; 
45 per cent of calf skins; 65 per cent 
of sheep skins; and 100 per cent of 
goat skins. 

It Js well known‘ that in the meat 
packing industry, the. cattle skin is 
a by-product, for it represents only 
6 per cent of the packers’ value of 
the whole animal. So to a large ex- 
tent the leather industry Plays sec- 
ond fiddle to the cattle food industry. 

Shoe manufacturers and retailers 
had a fairly prosperous year in 1929, 
advancing in sales about 6 per cent 
over the year preceding. 

_ df the record of 1929 is equalled 
in 1930, shoe men will “call it A-6” 
and go fishing to celebrate. 


Will the railroads of the future 
control all means of communication? 

Elisha Lee, vice president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, whose company 
already Is actively engaged in bus and 
air routes in addition to its regular 
transportation lines, says that it is 
also looking into water transport sys- 
tems on rivers and canals, with ocean- 
going traffic as a future possibility. 

This Pennsylvania official believes 
that this is a logical development, and 
it is to the best interests of all con- 
cerned that the various railroads un- 
dertake the co-ordination of the vari- 
ous means of transportation which 
have grown up in the United States, 
and in connection with the others, 
provide the public with the most com- 
plete, efficient and economical serv- 
ice. 

American railroads’ total freight 
load last year was equivalent to haul- 
ing 490,000,000,000 miles with the 
average load per train greater and 
more economical than ever before. 

The Pennsylvania railroad today is 

handling 90 per cent of all its freight 
on regular schedule, as-compared to 
10 per cent a few years ago. 
_ Railroad efficiency is one of the 
important contributing factors in the 
present industrial expansion.

There will be no secure peace on 
earth until flags, military uniforms, 
boundary posts, customhouses and all 
the symbols of sovereign independence 
have followed bows and arrows, armor, 
chains, fetters, instruments of torture 
and such ancient methods of dealing 
between man and man into the muse- 
um of superseded things.

"For those who claim that witness 


One day a chemist caught me nap- 
ping... I hope few if any readers will 
remember it, but my chemist friend 
came at me through the cri business. 
Said he, if you insist on calling the 
common cold “cri,” a term which you 
admit you invented, then, if you are 
consistent you will call carbolic acid 
by its correct name, phenol. The com- 
mon cold, you argue, has nothing to 
do with exposure to cold. Well, car- 
holic acid is not an acid, it is an 
alcohol or something like that. So 
you must never again refer to phenol 
as “carbolic acid,” if you want people 
to adopt and use your term “cri.” 

I haven’t presented the chemist's 
argument very well, but that was the 
gist of it, and I squirmed around for 
a while and could not think up a good 
retort, so I printed a reply, conceding 
the logic and fairness of his position 
and acknowledging that phenol was 
the proper term and that we should 
Oh, when 
I’m wrong and caught in a bad corner 
I’m willing to make some concession 
in order to crawl out of it. 

But now that we're all clear I 
want to reconsider. I was just a mite 
hasty in truckling to my chemist 
friend. 1 should have known better, 
but you must remember this chemist 
threw a mean argument and I sup- 
pose he dazed me. Anyway, carbolic 
acid is an acid and I do hope that 
ornery chemist will see this and grasp 
the fact. Carbolic acid meets numer- 
ous tests of an acid—but wait a 
minute, now. Before we come to 
blows let me ask my chemist friend, 
or any reader who considers himself 
good as chemistry, just what 1s an 
acid? Whadayamean acid? Define 
an acid, so we'll know what were 
talking about. - 

I reckon that’ll set the chemists 
quarreling among themselves. It is 
the rejoinder I should have made to 
my chemist critic in the first place. 
Just found that out, in a casual talk 
with my chemistry teacher and friend. 
He hinted that my handling of the 
chemist’s criticism about phenol had 
pained him, but at the same time he 
laughed as though to say, “Of course, 
you can’t know everything. Then 
my teacher reeled off a_ lot of tests 
of an acid which carbolic acid ful- 
fills, among them something about 
hydrogen ion something or other, and 
he said there was just one charac 
teristic of organic acids in general 
that it doesn’t have, the carboxy! 
group. This sounds terrible, I know, 
but I’m trying to give the gist of 
the professor’s remarks. 

So, even if we designate it phenol 
in scientifie literature, carbolic acid 
is an acid and hereafter I’m going 
to call it carbolic acid whenever I 
refer to it in this column, as I have 
nothing to conceal or fear and least 
of all the attempt of any blooming 
chemist to set me right about it. I 
may not know my chemistry but I 


know my chemistry professor.

A 
man kills his wife; a boy his sweet- 
heart; a woman her paramour. Never 
have they committed a crime before 
and probably never would they again. 
It is common knowledge that the most 
tractable of all prisoners are these 
very people who are sentenced to 
“natural life.” 

I know a warden who has been 
shaved for years by a man who cut 
another’s throat. There is another 
“lifer” in whose hands I willingly 
would trust my life and my valuables 
as well. 

In such cases as these there is 
room for reform in the death edict. 
Death is a severe penalty for that 
single hour in life when violent emo- 
tion outweighs reason. It is the same 
emotion .which makes mother love; 
the same emotion which ties the fam- 
ily indissolubly; which makes great 
patriots and deathless martyrs. Some 
intelligent segregation of such killers 
with a view to rehabilitation would 
appear to be in order. 

Death to Wanton Killers. 

But there is another type of killer 
which Mr. Lawes and Mr. Darrow 
seem to forget. That is the predatory 
criminal who seeks to avoid punish- 
ment for a minor offense by the com- 
mission of a major one. Rather than 
submit to arrest he will kill. For this 
man prompt trial and unfailing death 
should be.as certain and as implaca- 
ble as the tide. 

We must not shield himt with the 
compassion we extend to emotional 
killers. He is an animal; a beast with 
a pistol for fangs and ice water for 
blood. Make short shrift of him. He 
fears death and is deterred by the 
possibility of it. 

Under present conditions he feels 
that even apprehension will not result 
in conviction and conviction seldom 
in death. He plays percentages with 
the death penalty and the percentage 
is mightily in his favor. Change that 
and he will hesitate. 

Thet sheer é@motional killer will 
never hesitate. He never has. This 
is because he is swept off his feet. 
so to speak, when he kills. The two 
are not to be classed together. If 
consideration for the less guilty is 
going to revert to the further comfort 
of the professional killer, society will

o Degree in Murder. 
President Hoover has proclaimed 
law enforcement the great issue of 
the time. If we are to understand 
and master the problem we must meet 
it fairly. 

Our laws are absurd in setting the 
degrees of murder. Only a murderous 
impulse fires a pistol shot at another 
man. The intent is to kill. Whether 
the bullet kills or only maims, it was 
murder in intent that sent it upon 
its way. If it kills, we may execute. 
If it maims, we send a man to prison 
for various brief terms. 
In other words, we execute on the 
score of marksmanship. A good shot 
dies. A poor one lives. 
The impulse to kill was identical or 
the shot never would have been fired. 
By all means change the laws that 
penalize an emotional crime with 
death. That would mark a forward 
step in human understanding and 
compassion. But by all means exe- 
cute professional murderers who make 
a business of murder. 
We might even go farther. We 
might justly execute men found armed 
in the pursuit of criminal activities. 
The presence of murderous weapons 
on such a man indicates his willing- 
ness and intention to use them if n 
arise. : 
We are faced by an ever-increasing 
tide of violent crime. Let us not dis- 
arm against that. As well sally forth 
into the African jungle with no 
weapons.

12 Guinea Pigs To Be Used 
in Extensive Research 
Work. 


Plans for extensive research work 
with ghinea pigs to gain definite in- 
formation concerning the paralytic dis- 
ease which has stricken 280 persons 


in four states were announced Mon-* 
day by T. F. Sellers, head of the 
state laboratories. 

Mr. Sellers said that 12 or more 
pigs would be used in the experi- 
ments, which would probably begin 
Friday. He said that it would be 
several weeks before the experiments 
would take definite shape, particularly 
asin the cases so far reported the 
paralysis did not develop until 10 
days or two weeks after the Jamaica 
ginger, which authorities believe its 
cause, had been drunk. 

Meanwhile a guinea pig at Grady 
hospital, which Sunday was given a 
quantity of the ginger, was in an in- 
toxicated condition, but paralysis had 
failed to develop. 

Mr. Sellers felt optimistic over re- 
ports reaching him from the cases in 
the state. Where originally 12 cases 
were reported, investigation revealed 
that there were only nine in the state. 

One additional case, at Dallas, was

Five of the cases are at Pallas, | 
three at Powder Springs, one in At- 
lanta and one in Adairsville.

Prohibition Commissioner James M. 
Doran ordered dry administrators in 
Rhode Island, Virginia, Oklahoma, 
Tennessee and Georgia, where cases 
of the strange paralysis have been re- 
ported, to look into the situation and 
secure samples of Jamaica ginger to 
determine if there has been any vio- 
lation of the prohibition law. 

“Reports on the paralysis cases in- 
dicate that isopropyl alcohol poisoning 
may be the cause as no denaturants 
are used in Jamaica ginger,” Doran 
said. “Manufacturers of Jamaica gin- 
ger are supposed to use pure alcohol.” 

Isopropyl! alcohol is a “first cousin” 
to wood alcohol but does not come 
under administration of the Volstead 
act as it is not a beverage liquid, 
Doran said. It is made by a syn- 
thetic process and used in flavoring 
extracts and for other manufacturing 
purposes. 

Public health service officials are 
awaiting reports from state health of- 
ficers and in the meantime have ad- 
vised abstinence or thorough analysis 
of the beverage until an investigation 
has been made. One health officer 
in Oklahoma reported he suspects the 
presence of minute quantities of some 
metallic poison in recent ginger ex- 
tract shipments.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—(4)— 
The state department said today that 
Paraguay has accepted the program 
of procedure prepared by Uruguay un- 
der the terms of the protocol of 
Washington for exchange of Fortines 
Vanguardia and Boqueron. 

The Uruguayan government _in- 
formed the state department of Para- 
guay’s acceptance and the depart- 
ment said that it understood that Bo- 
livia was prepared to accept the 
program of exchange. 

By the terms of the protocol signed 
last September by delegates to the 
Paraguay-Bolivia commission of  in- 
quiry and conciliation, Paraguay was 
to rebuild Fortin Vanguardia and re- 
turn it to Bolivia while Bolivia was 
to give back Fortin Boqueron to Par- 
aguay.

A. Flagler owns an estate the. gross 
value of which exceeds $16,000,000. 
But Mrs. Flagler. who in her own 
right may well be the world’s rich- 
est woman, is a patient in a sanita- 
rium and is convinced that her se- 
curities are worthless. 

The holdings now aggregate 16 
times their worth some three decades 
ago. 

Mrs. Flagler is the 81-year-old wid- 
of Henry H. Flagler, Standard Oil 
magnate and Florida railroad builder. 
The original gift of Flagler to his 
wife, who was born poor on an up- 
state farm, consisted of 62,300 shares 
of stock in the early Standard Oil 
Company. When this corporation was 
dissolved by court order the stocks 
were sold and split into securities 
of seven subsidiaries. : 

It was in 1899 that Mrs. Flagler 
was declared incompetent. She since 
has. been under the delusion that the 
stocks she owns are without’ value. 
Quite to the contrary, Mrs. Flagler 
receives an annual allowance of $35.,- 
000 from an income of around $724.- 
000 and lives luxuriously in a cot- 
tage built for her on the sanitarium 
grounds at Central Valley, N. Y. 
In fair weather she rides about the 
countryside in a limousine with driv- 
er, footman and other attendants. 

Mrs. Flagler, because of unsound 
mind, is unable to make a will. Upon 
her death, therefore, the huge fortune 
will be divided among her next of 
kin, Ruth E. Pontius and George W. 
and William W. Taylor. They are 
understood to be of moderate means.

122nd Intantry 
Plans Inspection, 
Encampment 


Preparations for the annual inspec- 


tion of the regiment and plans for 


the encampment in July were two 
subjects discussed Monday night at 
the weekly drill period of the 122d 
infantry, Georgia national guard. The 
inspection begins early in April and 
will require abont two weeks, while 
the regiment will not get away te 
camp at Fort McClellan, Alabama, be- 
fore the middle of July. 

Colonel Gerald P. O'Keeffe, com- 
manding officer, emphasized the few 
particular things the outfit should 
give attention to before the iuspec- 
tion of regular army officers. He 
also outlined the general program for 
the encampment and expressed the 
belief that the regiment was “ready 
for the inspection.” Captain R. P. 
Gibson,’ regular army instructor on 
duty with the regiment, also stressed 
eertain features which company com- 
manders were asked to study and pre- 
pare for in connection with the visit 
of inspectors. 

The commanding officer referred 
briefly to “recent incidents” which he 
declared “have brought about a wuch 
Setter coudition in the regiment and 
ari in all we seem to be ‘hitting it 
off’ with more zest and co-operation. 
He stated that he believed the regi- 
mént was ready to make the best 
progress ever and declared his opinion 
that the 1930 encampment would see 
the outfit at the highest peak of 
efficiency. 

Officers were urged to attend the 
regular weekly luncheons on Wednes- 
day at the Ansley hotel.

Oils Favorites. ‘ 

The speculative flare for the oils 
blazed up anew on publication of the 
California crude production statistics 
for last week, showing further prog- 
ress in the curtailment program. 
Pools sought a public following in 
some of the merchandise and motor 
shares in expectation of increasing 
spring trade, although sales reports to 
date have not been very impressive. 
Some of the Youngstown steel mills 
were reported to have cut production 
to as low as 65 per cent of rated ingot 
capacity, but the steel trade was in- 
clined to predict that this would be 


the bottom, in, view of the volume of 
business now appearing. 

The oil group continued to record 
numerous new high levels for the re- 
eovery. Simms Petroleum was an ac- 
tive feature, rising more than 2 points 
to a new peak above 35, with a turn- 
over of more than 100, shares. 
Standard of New Jersey rose about 2 
points to duplicate the year’s high, 
and Standards of California and New 
York moved up nearly as much, both 
reaching new highs for the year.

A. M. Byers was a strong fea- 
ture, crossing 100 for the first time 
this year with a gain of nearly 5 
points.

NEW YORK, March 17.—(UN)— 
Net income of well over double that 
for the preceding year was an- 
nounced by the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration today in its report for 1929. 

The balance sheet showed a net 


income of $42,242,980 as compared 
with $18.585,922 for 1928. 

Gross sales reported were $342,516,- 
207, as compared with $294,778,287 
for 1928. Orders received totaled 
$569,536,888, as compared with $235,- 
09,483. Unfilled orders December 
31 totaled $86,060,883 against $59,- 
040.202 on December 31, 1928. 

The company’s surplus after pro- 
viding for dividends was $19,642,980. 
The December 31 balance sheet show- 
ed current assets’ of $228,171,775 
against current liabilities of $48,926,- 
119—a ratio of 4.6 to 1. 

Operations during the year showed 
an average of 91.5 per cent of ca- 
pacity, as compared with 82 per cent 
in 1928 and 73.6 in 1927. 

Despite. a sharp decrease in the last 
two months of the year, the report 
said, steel ingot production in the 
United States reached an all-time 
peak for the year, showing an in- 
crease of more than 4,300,000 tons, or 
about 8.6 per cent.

WASHINGTON, 
(UN)—The serving of ginger ale, 
cracked ice and empty” glasses to 
patrons who use them for mixing in-

A decision is expected 
before the court adjourns in June.
